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REMARKS 

This Amendment is in response to the Advisory Action mailed on April 23, 2004 in 
which the Examiner maintained the rejection of claims 25, 26, 30, and 45 and allowed claims 
27-29, 31, 36-38, and 41. With this Amendment, claims 25, 26, 30, 32-35, 40, and 42-46 are 
cancelled without prejudice. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present 
application in view of the foregoing amendment. 

Li the Advisory Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 27-29, 31, 36-38, and 41 
are allowed but that the rejection of claims 25, 26, 30, and 45 is maintained. Applicants have 
canceled claims 25, 26, 30, and 45 without prejudice to obtain timely issuance of a patent 
containing claims reciting subject matter that the Examiner has indicated is allowable. 
Applicants wish to make it unmistakably clear that AppUcants do not agree to or acquiesce in 
the rejection of claims 25, 26, 30, and 45 and/or agree with the Examiner's view of the scope 
and content of U.S. Patent No. 5,882,071. However, rather than prolonging the present 
prosecution. Applicants intend to file a continuation application directed to the non-allowed 
subject matter. 

Claims 27-29, 31, 36-38, and 41 are pending in the present application. Applicants 
have cancelled previously withdrawn claims 32-35, 40, 42-44, and 46 without prejudice. 
AppHcants have not amended claims 27-29, 31, 36-38, and 41 and believe that the present 
application is now in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the application, 
as amended, is respectfiiUy requested.
